arc parallel and connecting lines with- 
in the meaning of tho provisions of the 
constitution of Missouri.

Jtamsey, holding- tho proxies of the 
then and now owners of these very 
shares of stock, the voting of which ho 
now seeks to have enjoined, voted all 
of them for the election of the very 
persons, whom he now charges will be 
elected and will so conduct the prop- 
erty of the Wabash road as not only 
to violate the provisions of the laws 
of Missouri but also to Injure him. I 
am of tho 
view 
that this action 


of plaintiff's is sufficient to compel the 
court to deny him the relief which ho 
seeks In tho absence of proof, showing 
that something has transpired since 
tho time of such voting of this stock 
by him, which would Indicate that the 
purposo of those who will be elected 
by the voting of this stock at the meet- 
Ing to be held on the tenth of October, 
will bo different from those of the per- 
sons elected by the plaintiff. 


"The order will therefore be that the 


rule heretofore made upon the defend- 
ants to show cause why a preliminary 
Injunction should not be Issued will bo 
vacated and plaintiff's application for 
a temporary Injunction denied.

Professor Meyer's book presents an array of facts and figures Intended 


to show that the regulation of rates Is dangerous. It may be summed up

them Is at all commensurate with the harm which must' result 
from 
bo- 


• stowing the power to fix railway rates upon the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission." 


Profcfsor Mcj-er goes to Europe for proof of his contention nnd nrgues 


that 
because the regulation of rates If In vogue In Trance for that reas- 


on the railroads are far behind those of the United States.

troe of other European countries where there Is no government regulation. 
Tho l*nlicd States Is to n great extent ahead 
of Franco nnd the

countries of Europe In other respects ns well as In railroads. Prof. Meyer thus 
passes oft a sophism to support his contention but It is easily seen through.

lie fays the government regulation of rates hns hampered

development of Germany In causing all bulky freight to be transported by 
water Instead of by rail. Owing to this regulation, ho says It Is possible to 
ship grain economically by rail only a distance of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five mllcf. This, If true. Is certainly n species of regulation that should 
not exist. 
The abuse of government regulation Is no argument against Its

May Compromise on 


Wage Question 


FALL RIVKR. 
Oct. 10.—Manufac- 


turers of this city are generally non- 
committal as to what they will do 'In 
regard to the demand of 
the textile 


council for a restoration of wages on 
Oct. 23. It Is hard to llnd In mill cir- 
cles anything like united opinion as to 
whether the advance will bo granted 
or not. No meeting of the manufac- 
turers has yet been called and no one 
knows when one will be. 


Questions of dignity cut more or less 


of n figure with the manufacturers as 
to granting the demand or dealing with 
the textile council. There are two al- 
leged strikes on. hacked by the weav- 
ers: at th« Granite and at the Darol 
mills. 
The mills have been operated 


In large part ever since the weavers 
went out. several months ago. 
but 


many weavers who would like to re- 
turn are debarred. 


There is a feeling even among the 


mill men. that some sort of advance 
ought to be. given the help, with the 
return of profitable conditions 
during 


the past few weeks, but that the strike 
kept them 
form It. 
And now they 


find that If they yield from their for- 
mer stand there will be a decided flav- 
or of being beaten In their contention. 
Not only do the operatives 
demand 


this, bur to a-considerable extent pub- 
lic opinion does also. 


The prospect In that some form of 


conference -will ensue -within 
a 
few 
days. Even If an advance Is granted. 
It Is scarcely believed It will be a full 
restoration of the scale which prevail- 
ed before the big 'strike. The price per 
cut for weaving regulars was then 10.8 
cents. It is now 17.32 cents. Striking 
a middle ground basis would make the 
price 18.6 cents, and it Is believed that 
Ihc bulk of the local 
manufacturers 


would agree to such a compromise, to 
be readjusted when the market condi- 
tions steadied down. 


On the margin of 81.6 cents pre- 


vailing today. It would appear that 
more than 5 per cent, could bo granted. 
Still, mill men Bay the margin Is not 
established as yet at anything like Sl.S,

Professor Hugo Meyer, economist of Chicago university, comes to the re- 


lief of the railroads at an opportune time, when congress Is about to take 
up the matter for the purpose of giving the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the privilege of fixing rates. 


. Professor Meyer's hook presents an array of facts nnd figures Intended 


to chow that the regulation of rates Is dangerous. It may be summed up 
In this sentence: 


"Whatever evils now exist in the management of the railways none of 


them is at all commensurate with the barm which must result from 
be- 


stowing the power to fix railway rates upon the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission." 


Professor Meyer goes to Europe for proof of his contention nnd argues 


that 
because the regulation of rates Is in vogue In France for that reas- 


on the railroads are fir behind those of tho United States. The same Is 
true of other European countries where there Is no government regulation. 
The United States Is to a great extent ahead 
of France 
nnd the other 


countries of Europe In other respects as well as In railroads. Prof. Meyer thus 
passes off a sophism to support his contention but It Is easily seen through.

the author deduces proofs which are more plausible- 


He Fays the government regulation of rates has 
hampered the Industrial 


development ot On-many in causing all bulky freight to be transported by 
water Instead nf by rail. Owing to this regulation, he says It Is possible to 
ship grain economically by rail only a distance of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five miles. This, If true, Is certainly a species of regulation that should 
not exist. 
The abuse of government regulation is no argument against Its 


proper application. 


Government regulation, says Professor Meyer, has centralized tho trado
